Dr. W. W. Yen, chief Chinese 
delegate here, has communicated to 
the League ‘secretariat two tele- 
grams from his Government dated 
April 30 and May 1 reporting 
Japanese obstructive measures at 
Mukden regarding Chinese officials 
attached to the League Commission. 

‘The telegrams state that the 
Japanese are. annoying Chinese 
members and preventing them from 
assisting the League's. commission 
in Manchuria. ‘They have been 
surrounded by’ detectives and even 
members of the Commission are not 
free from surveillance, state the 
messages. 

Another telegram from Nanking 
complains thet Japanese troops are 
still interfering with the functions 
of Customs officers at. the Woosunge 
wharf and that when the Customs 
Commissioner in Shanghai protest 
‘ed the Japanese consul replied that 
the Japanese military were unable 
te comply. with the ‘wishes of the 
Chinese Customs,—Reuter.

‘To-day is the twenty-second 
anniversary of the Accession of 
King George V. and on. this 
‘occasion His Majesty's subjects 
in all parts of the world will 
‘naturally feel it their privilege 
to join in,the general congratula- 
tions marking that event. ‘The 
stability of the British throne is 
a legitimate source of pride for 
‘the people who live under the 
shelter of a constitution which 
‘the oldest in 
Englishmen and the 
associated with them in, 
British Commonwealth do not 
fail to remember that the basis 
of their public affairs and their 
‘own personal liberties is to be 
found in a statute which dates 
‘as far back as 1215, reinforced 
‘by another just 464 years later. 
He would be a bold critic of the 
British people who dared to pre- 
tend that such antiquity | be~ 
tokened a loss of vigour. The 
firmness of intention which has 
been the guiding force of British 
policy and British aims has 
found a clear symbol in the 
Steadfastness with which His 
_ Majesty has shouldered the 
heaviest burdens ever yet thrown 
upon a British sovereign, It 
‘would be accurate to describe the 
twenty-two years of King 
George's reign as including the 
most critical and troublous in 
the whole history of the modern 
world, Ancient empires have 
Misappeared in that period. 
Kings have lost their thrones. 
‘A wealth of difficult and often 
Gangerous doctrines has been 
poured upon the nations as the 
Tesult of greater inter-depend- 
ence, a wider scope of popular 
ambitions, and the increased in- 
frieacy of social life in all its 
As the head of an ex- 
ngly elastic constitution, 
the King has succeeded in the 
ual task of justifying his exalt- 
id position and retaining, indeed 
‘enhancing, the respect and affec~ 
tion of his people. 


It will bo fresh in the memory 
how tragic that poignant period 
Seemed when it was feared that 
King George had lived his allott- 
‘ed spell, Nothing was more re- 
markable at that time than thé 
fact that the anxiety of his own 
subjects was matched by that of 
‘other nations who owed him no 
Allegiance but that of esteem for 
a great servant of the public. 
No-one lives more in the open 
‘than King George. To him the 
tag. which talks ‘of the fierce 
light beating upon the throne is 
no mere platitude, Yet in spite 
of stich close and constant con- 
‘tact with the people over whom 
ihe rules, King George has never 
failed to retain that discretion 
‘and to preserve intact his in- 
Gividuality which alone renders 
his position as a constitutional 
‘monarch possible, The influence 
‘of the Crown on the political 
fortunes of a democratic people 
js often misunderstood and even 
more often under-rated. ‘The re- 
cently published accounts of the 
life of Queen Victoria revealed 
im an earlier age the extent to 
which Prime Ministers were de- 
pendent on the judgment and’ 
the wishes of the sovereign. It 
‘would be idle to pretend ‘that 
the King either would desire or 
‘would be able in present ‘condi- 
Hons to exercise the same kind 
‘of influence which his august 
grandmother was able to exert 
in her long reign. Yet it stands 
to reason that the success with 
which the King has drawn the 
Crown out of the rough and 
tumble of democratic polities in- 
dicates a royal statesmanship as 
‘well as a high conception of the 
Kingly right far more. truly 
divine than that which in the 
Ways. of one of his ancestors 
































































‘The King’s services to his peo- 
ple and to the world have been 
rendered by dint of the greatest 
virtue which anyone can display: 
|—self-sacrificing devotion. He 
fhas set an example and by setting. 
it he has inspired the various 
lstatesmen chosen from time to 
time to advise him and carry out 
the will of Parliament, and the 
lyounger members of his family 
[to due appreciation of their res 
ponsibilities. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that, never in the 
/history of the British Crown, has 
ithe prestige of the Royal Family 
‘whole stood higher than at 
this time. This is due in great 
measure to the assiduous care of 
the King and his gracious Con- 
jsort, They have been unweary- 
jing in the discharge of their 
duties and they have taken pains. 
fo see that those who are fikely 
to follow after them will be well 
trained by experience and by 
knowledge to maintain the digni- 
ty and the effectiveness of the 
Ithrone in the conduct of national 
business and the direction of the 
laffairs of the Commonwealth, 
[in that light to-day the fervent | 
hope, is expressed that His| 
[Majesty will be spared for many’ 
years to come to reign over the 
great Empire which he has so 
nobly served. 


























PEACE BREAKERS

A few days 
ago, it was stated, with every 
sign of accuracy, that many 
students had now come to the 
feonclusion that the Government 
Ihad been wiser than they in re- 
fusing to be stampeded into a 
military defiance of Japan. 
These saner views have no attrac- 
tion apparently for the group 
lwhich elected to prove their 
manhood by a cowardly attack 
lon the Chief Chinese Delegate 
lat the Conference.

In so 
far as these effusions are inspir-

ence for the islands so that their 
products may be dealt with under 
the tariff as those of a foreign 
country rather than of an ap- 
panage of the United States. 
Labour favours independence be- 
cause it would be possible to ex- 
‘clude Filipino lafour from the 
States and prevent competition 
in many trades. 
But to examine the picture 
rather more closely the govern- 
ment at present established is 
only stable because of the promi- 
nent part the officials of the 
United States play in it. ‘There 
is no guarantee that there would 
be any degree of permanence in 
such a government, if the wise 
guidance to which it at present 
uubjected were removed, and it 
more than probable that the 
economic chaos and political and 
social anarchy, which the Secre- 
tary of State ‘prophesies, would 
result, The genius of a people for 
self-government does not grow 
overnight, not is it likely to ap- 
pear in the course of a genera- 
tion. To say that some sections 
of the Filipinos are capable of 
overning the country in some 
more or less satisfactory style is 
to state the truth; but they are 
in a very small’ minority, a 
minor.ty, which would" be 
ickly overpowered by the ma- 
jority which know nothing about 
‘self-government and cares com- 
paratively less. With its trade

It 
would ba improper in the ‘eir- 
cumstances enthusiastically to en- 
dorse the contentions of Col. 
Stimson in his opposition to 
the ‘measure, or to punctuate 
some of his more pertinent ob- 
servations, but these adventures 
into colonial polities for domestic 
reasons very often have results 
undreamt of by their originators.

In. spite of a decision of thé! 
Bureau of Social Affairs for the

Works for the repair of Japanese 
gunboats, prior to the outbreak of| 
the Sino-Japanese hostilities recent- 
ly, and authorising the employees 
of the dock company to carry out 
repairs, some of the labourers have| 
refused to carry out their work 
whilst others have been terrorised

A German

Sm—In spite of all local 
happenings, ‘we should ‘not lose 
sight of what is going -on at 


Geneva with the disarmament con- 
ference. " Scarcely ‘important 
progress has ‘been made since the 
war. when the following  engage- 
ments were made and promises 
given to German: 

No. 4 of the 14 points of Wilson 
states that guarantees are to be 
given and taken that the armaments 
fof the nations shall be restricted to 
the lowest standaid compatible with 
the domestic safety; 

‘Atticle 8 of the’ Statutes of the 
gue of Nations declares: the 
members of the League acknow- 
ledge the principle ‘that the main- 
tenance of peace demands a decrease 

‘the military armaments. to. the 
minimum compatible with national 
security and with the power to 
Jeompel the fulfillments ‘of  inter- 
rational obligations by joint action; 
In part § of the Versailles treaty 
is written that in order to enable 
fa general disarmament of al 
nations, Germany binds herself 
fulfill the conditions of the peace 
treaty. 

‘After the war Germany had to 
deliver to the Allies: 5,000 cannon: 
25,000 machine guns, '3,000 trench 
mortars, 1,700 aeroplanes, 5,000 
Jengines” (locomotives), "150,000 
Jwagons, 6 dreadnoughts, 10 battle- 
ships, 8 small cruisers," 42. modern 
destroyers, 50 modern torpedoboats, 
all submarines. 

According to the Versailles treaty 
|Germany is not allowed to have more 
than 100,000 "soldiers ‘including. 
officers, ete. The army has to consist 
Jof volunteers only. that have to 

verve at least 12 years. France has. 
the right to enlist Germans for her 
African legion. Dissolution of the 
Jereat General Staff, of all military 
schools, war academies," cadet- 
schools’ (except 4). Ammunition 
Ret more, than 102/00, rifles with 
400 cartridges each, 1,926 machine 
‘une with 8,000 cartridges each, 360 
Thedium and 189. light ~ treneh- 
‘mortars 400 resp. 800 mines 
each, 204 cannons (1-7 em), 84 
howitzers (10.5 em) with 1,000" resp. 
800. shells each, no heavy ‘artillery, 
no tanks. Delivery of all war mi 
ibove those figures.

‘The military expenses in all coun- 
tries consume such a high share of 
the budgets, that there can

‘The Polish Attitude 


To, the Eiitor of the 
“NomtirCiisa Datuy News, 
Sim—Within the last few days 

something “was” written. about 

Dantzig and Poland. Many people 

Pass news of this quarter of th 

World as not interesting to them at 

all They do not reall’ how im- 

Portant this problem out of so many 

the Versailles treaty’ created is as 

‘danger for the peace of Europe, 
find how much it concerns the Ger 
man nation, Every German what 
lever party he may belong to (even 
to the communists) will never come 
to terms with what has been dietat- 
ed there. 

No, 15 of the 14 points of Wilson 
suggested that an "independent 
Polish state should be created com- 
prising the territories ‘with an in- 
onstestable Polish popslation, 
Poland should have. a “free and 
sruaranteed access to the sea. 

But they were not satisfied with 
the “river” Weichsel (Vistula) a 
that access to. the sea 
Versailles dictate districts on the 
left bank of that river inhabited by 
Jan indisputable German population 
were made over to Poland without 
a plebiscite being vouchsafed to the 
Inhabitants. 

‘The resuit of the balloting on the 
ight bank of the river Was as 
follows: 

450,644 votes for Germany 

15,877 votes for Poland. 

Yet the same year the Poles 
forcibly seized the Fight bank of the 
river and German. territory there, 
The. Boundary” Commission over 
Which a'French General presided 
fanctioned the. Polish measures. 
Germany's demand to bring the 
affair before x Court of Arbitration 
was declined. 

Dantzig the sea port of the river 
was made a Free City with $90,600 
Inhabitants, of which 318,800 were 
Germans. ‘The "Versailles treaty 
dictates: “Those Germans tiving in 
Dantzig lose their German national- 
ity and become subjects of the Free 
City of Dantzig. They may decide 
for Germany, but in thig ease they 
have to leave Dantzig.” “Further. 
more Poland has the supervision of 
fndministration of the Weichsel, of 
he" ralroads, posts telegraph, 
and telephone-offices, ‘the  guidanc 
fof Dantuigrs. foreign, affairs, the 
protection of Danteig’s citizens in 
foreign countries, ete.

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INCONSEQUENCES

Various plans are put forward 
from time to time with the object 
lof producing a better Shangh 
Organisations exist for the sole 
purpose of attending to Shang- 
hai’s intellect, welfare and 
morals. Even "in the austere 
atmosphere of officialdom to 
which the idea of doing anything 
lis rightly taboo, dreams are 
fostered. It is believed that the 
notion of building a Mayor's 
Parlour has at least one cham- 
pion in Kiangsi Road. Now it is 
always interesting to study the 
resent in the light of the past; 
it makes it so much easier to 
damp down the furnace of over- 
eager progressiveness. Let a 
peep be taken of Shanghai sixty 
years ago. There is on record 
‘a lecture given by Mr. H. Lang 
‘somewhere in 1872 or 1873 on 
“Shanghai Considered Socially.” 
In order to judge how far 
Shanghai has gone since then, 
Mr. Lang’s suggestions for the 
improvement of the place can be 
cited: 2 

Continuation of the road from. 

‘Yangtzepoo along the river, bank 

to Woosung (9 miles) und the 

construction of a Toad to the 

‘singpoo Hills (19 miles) with 

cheap houses of entertainment at 

both places. : 

‘A “Sanitarium at the North 
‘Saddle under the wing of the new 
Light House there, 

‘The formation of a Horticultural 
Society" to encourage private 
gardening. 

‘The establishment of a Public 
Savings Bank. 

"An adequate water supply for 
domestic, manufacturing and Fire 
Brigade ‘purposes, properly dis- 
tributed through "the streets and 

‘A. public institution open to the 
‘whole community; to comprehend 
a Library, Reading and Lecture 
Room, with if possible Baths, 
Billiards, Bowls and other amuse- 
‘ments. 














Some of those suggestions have 
ince been adopted; a few have 
not but at least the Shanghai of 
to-day cannot be saddled with 
the reproach which Mr. Lang put 
into the mouth of a “poor salior 
brought up for drunkenness the 
other day’ 

“This is such a dull place, one 
walks about till he gets tired he 
oes ‘not know what to do. with 
hhimself and he gets led away. It 

not like a farge city whet 

there are plenty of amusements.’ 
So, when severe criticism is 
levelled against the cinemas let 
their part in removing this re- 
proach be remembered. Still the 
need for a really fine seamen’s: 
institution worthy of Shanghai's 
position as a port has been only 
partially met by the admirable 
but modest organisations at 
present in existence. Mr. Lang 
throws a light on the problems. 
lof China to-day when he says 
that Shanghai in those times was 
regarded as a Model by the 
Chinese: 
‘Already our financial system, 
n the matter of taxation, press: 
ing like the atmosphere so equally. 
invevery direction, a0 to be felt 
{coppressively by none, has. been 
‘adopted by them in their Maritime 
Customs. Our legal system too, 
in which adequately, 
raised above thes} 
Suspicion of corruption, dispense 
pure and impartial justice to all 
ike, promises to bear fruit in 
a new" Commercial Code. 



































‘Shanghailanders of to-day will 
wish that the performance had 
been equal to the promise. 
Sixty years ago Shanghai had 
established a reputation for 
healthy unconventionality. Men 
there had to stand on. their 
merits: 
‘There may be on the surface a. 
good deal of pitiful snobbery and| 
wm. But it is only super- 
ficial, The surface is ere long: 
penetrated. The bore, the sneak, 
the noodle, the jack-a-dandy, the| 
humbug in every form, is in due 
fime ssayed,. and his essential 
value set u no matter in 
What social circle he moves; while 
Those who really” deserve’ social 
appreciation are sure in the long 
‘Tun to be recognised. 
Tt is not unfair to say that 
‘Shanghai has managed to retain 














this charming attribute, “in spite 
of all temptations”—a fact 
largely based on the cosmopolit- 
anism, springing, as Mr. Lang 
then pointed out, from the exist- 
lence of no less than 19 nationali- 
ties in the population. 


And it was already established 
that, Shanghai had a good hea: 
“Few as the early settlers were, 
and burdened as they were with 
a heavy outlay in forming busi- 
ese exlablishments here we find 
em giving a year to the 
London Mission Hospital between 
1844 and 1848. At the same time 
they “contributed about $10,000 
to'builé "Trinity Church. and its 
appendages; $5,000 more, needed 
to repair it in 1850, was sub- 
scribed within a week. At the 
same time the Chaplain was 
comfortably provided for and 
when in the summer of that year 
the Revd. Mr, Lowder was 
accidentally ° drowned while 
bathing at Pootoo, more than 
$8,000 were subscribed for his 
family in a few hours.” 
Mr. Lang went on to mention 
lcontributions to the “Patriotic 
Fund in 3856" to the “Cotton 
Famine Fund m 1864” and 


























It was remarked twenty years 
ago, that it was easier to get 
$5,000 in Shanghai than a well- 
atiended public meeting. “And it 
is a0 to this day.” 








Tt would be possible to carry 
this endorsement from 1872 to 
1932. So too might it be done 
with Mr. Lang’s impeachmént of 
the community of backwardness 
in public affairs, ‘The burden of 
that side of life was borne in 
those days by about “twenty or 
thirty individual 

“But the great majority. stand 
apart, give their money and show 
their’ interest in public matters 
only@y an occasional outburst of 
querulous erfticism.

Mr. Lang ascribed this “in-| 
differentism” to ‘‘a climate un- 
favourable to great mental or!

so well.” ‘The British Residents’ 
Association has not to face all 
those handicaps to-day. 


























Shanghai's progress from 1843 
to 1872 can be gauged by this 
remark: 

“A muddy swamp transformed 
into a. well-drained, well-roaded 
town with many ‘puildings 
and” admirable Institutions and 
enjoying such a degree of order’ 
and. good government. as is 
possessed by few other Municipal 
Communities ia the world 

It takes only recollection of the 
fact that this was said sixteen 
years before the London County. 
Council came into existence to 
realise that Shanghai was very 
much ahead of its generation in 


those days at all events. 























What of the Clubs sixty years 
ago?” The Masons had started 
in.1849 and in 1872 had eleven 
Lodges with a total of 500 mem- 
bers. In 1868 the original 
Masonic Hall in Canton Road 
{was replaced by u “palatial” Hall 
near the Recreation Ground. 
The Fives Court and ‘Senior 
Bowling Alley, the Race Club, 
the German Concordia Club, with 
its musical talent, the Cricket

But the first ten years ‘of the 
Club's existence: were evidently

“Since then (1864) it has well- 
earned the name of the local 
sphynx of finance and nothing but 























‘the general convietion that it 
supplies an urgent want of the 
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community has kept it from utter 
collapse.” : 
‘The Race Club also had its ups 
and downs. Halcyon days were 
in 1862 and 1863, when 

“Sir William ‘and Exeter and 
Havannah and Kangaroo pranced 
the turf, and all the fashion and 
beauty of Shanghai turned out to 
decorate the Grand Stand. ‘Then 
‘came evil days in which the Turf 
was fast becoming disreputable. 
Its marked recovery of late, is 
largely due, I'am told, to. ‘the 
influence of'a gentleman to whom 
‘we owe many other good things— 
Sir Edmund Hornby.” , 
So the office of Chief Judge had, 
in 1872, already established its 
|reputation for contributing nobly 








to the social betterment of 
Shanghai. It is a tradition well 
carried on by Sir Edmund's 


successor of 1982, ' 

Sixty years ago the high cost 
of living in Shanghai waa noted. 
It was said that a man could live 
more comfortably on £100 a year 
in England than. £400 a year in 
Shanghai and regret was ex- 
pressed that wages had so risen 
that the coolie’s pay of $4 per 
mensem and boy's wage of $6 
per mensem were ruefully re~ 
called as belonging to the good 
Jold days of 1850. So beef had 
Jgone up from 64 cents per Ib, in 
1850 to 8 cents and 10 cents, 
according to whether the pur= 
chase were made from a Chinese 
or a European butcher. Incident- 
ally it may be observed that the 
term European was more usual 

1872 than the modern term

V.—HOW HANKOW COMMUN- 
ITY SAW IT THROUGH 


Hankow, as the big Middle 
Yangtze port on the edge of the 
Red Fringe, is intensely interested 
in the doings of the disturbers of 
the peace up the river. Some folk. 
in Hankow believe that the danger: 
of another communist attack on. 
their City is by no means, remote. 
Others recognise the significance of 
the red semi-circle, which seems to 
be developing to the full grip of an 
embrace, but hold that, so long 
‘the troops in Hankow remain more 
‘oF less contented, nothing so definite 
will happen. Not that anyone in 
Hankow is alarmist. Too many 
misfortunes have piled themselves 
‘on to that devoted port. 

‘There are three pictures: the 
Hankew that has been, the Hankow 
that might be and the 'Hankow that 
‘Given ‘the full right of its 
position in the centre of the Yangtze 
Valley, with ite power of receiving 
‘ocean-going ships and the comple-

Hankow amiled a little a few weeks 
ago there can be no great surprive: 
it'was not an unfriendly smile but| 
just the weary, cynical shrug of the 
shoulders by one who has, suffered| 
much. It’ may have had the 
Suspicion of a belief that Shanghai| 
has not always taken Hankow' 
troubles as seriously they warranted. 

But the remarkable thing about| 
Hankow is its extraordinary power 
of recuperation. There are plenty| 
fof traces of the floods; the wonder; 
fs that there are not more, On all 
sides, the different communities ap- 
pear'to have toiled in superhuman| 

hion to obliterate the | major| 

marks of havoc. Thus, at the Union| 
Hospital which was almost engulfed 
‘and suffered much damage from the 
collapse of bricks and mortar, 
operations ‘rapidly bringing| 
ut, restoration, although the! 
little Chureh, partly completed when 
the flood came, is a confused heap 
of bricks. The staff of this Hospital 
worked “heroically in the relief| 
camps at Black Hill and the rest. 
‘They could not say how they won 
through those tragic five weeks.| 
But the strain has told on many of 
them as on other residents in Han- 
tow. “Home leave ors holiday for 
them would be a godsend. In these 
hard times such ‘godsends are not! 
ly obtainable. Offices, estates 
and other places have removed all 
traces of their inundation, except! 
for the high-water marks constantly’ 
to be discerned as smudgy lines well 
above the head as the traveller| 
walks through the streets. The| 
British community have been part 
Jeularly successful in restoring. the| 
Race Club.” That ‘was so dceply| 
flooded ‘that the tops of the trees| 
fringing the course were  barely| 
visible and there has been a notable| 
thinning out of those adornments to| 
the Club.
